Bob  Rufsvold,  M.D.,  is  practicing  medicine  this  year  through  the  instru- 
ment of  KPFK  Radio,  which  broadcasts  his  bi-weekly  program'  (second  and 
fourth  Tuesdays)  concerning  the  medical  consequences  of  nuclear  technolo- 
gy. 

A  three-year  member  of  Physicians  for  Social  Responsibility,  the  group 
headed  by  Dr.  Helen  Caldicott,  and  a  Vietnam  veteran,  he  served  with  an 
Army  surgical  evacuation  hospital  in  Japan  during  the  vvar,  where  he  says  he 
learned  the  "true  horrors  of  war— a  so-called  limited  war  at  that." 

Prescription  for  Survival,  now  co-produced  with  Raffaello  Mazza,  has  ex- 
amined since  August  1981  many  facets  of  the  arms  race  and  the  unsafe 
aspects  of  nuclear  weapons  technology, 

"The  victims  are  already  among  us,  because  every  step  of  the  nuclear 
fuel  and  weapons  production  process  has  been  wrought  with  victims,"  he 
said. 

"I  have  always  believed  that  responsibility  flows  with  the  flow  of  infor- 
mation to  patients,  so  that  they  assume  personal  duties  for  their  own  health," 
Rufsvold  stated. 

"So  in  my  year-long  sabbatical  from  traditional  medicine,  I  am  becoming 
more  knowledgeable  about  radio  programming,  which  represents  essential- 
ly another  tool  in  the  hands  of  physicians." 

"We  in  PSR  are  practicing  essential  preventive 'hiedicine  when  we  educate 
the  public  about  the  nature  of  medical  treatment  or  lack  thereof  in  an  all- 
out  war."

As  of  this  writing,  I  am  feeling 
as  though  there  is  some  good  for- 
tune smiling  on  KPFK.  The  Dod- 
gers missed  the  pennant,  and  our 
fund  drive  has  gotten  off  to  a  good 
start.  In  the  first  two  days  more 
than  510,000  pledged  which  com- 
pares favorably  with  last  year's 
S8,500  in  the  first  two  weekdays. 
But  this  is  only  the  beginning.  We 
are  going  to  need  the  help  of  many 
new  and  old  listeners  if  we  are  go- 
ing to  make  our  goal  of  $175,000. 
This  we  must  do.  We  will  begin  the 
second  part  of  our  fund  drive  on 
November  8  and  we  will  go  as  long 
as  it  takes  to  make  our  goal.  We 
hope  that  will  be  by  the  22nd. 
Sooner  would  be  wonderful,  but  we 
will  go  longer  if  necessary.  Meeting 
our  goal  will  enable  us  to  complete 
the  hiring  of  our  program  depart- 
ment directors  in  Cultural  Affairs 
and  Music,  and  to  meet  at  least 
reasonable  increases  in  operating 
overhead. 

In  spite  of  delays  in  delivery  we 
are  now  she  ing  for  the  first  week 
of  November  to  install  the  new  an- 
tenna and  trnasmitter.  As  of  today, 
all  of  the  arrangements  have  been 
completed    to   meet  that  deadline. 

We  are  hoping  that  our  increased 
signal  effect  will  result  in  new  lis- 
teners and  subscribers.  Tell  your 
friends  to  check  us  out  in  their  cars, 
which  is  where  the  signal  will  show 
the  greatest  improvement. 

In  the  far  right  column  is  our 
budget,  broken  down  to  indicate 
overhead  expenses  and  the  aggre- 
gate amount  spent  on  salaries  and 
benefits.  I  hope  that  this  will  al- 
low you  to  understand  how  the  im- 
pact of  telephone  and  utilities  in- 
creases could  really  hurt  us.  Pro- 
posed rate  increases  could  cost  us 
more  than  $70,000  a  year.  We  are 
not  now  prepared  to  deal  with  such 
an  increase.  We  are  planning  to  be- 
gin in  January  of  1983  the  final  ef 
fort  in  our  battle  for  complete  in- 
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dependence.  It  will  be  a  major  com- 
munity-wide effort  which  will  enlist 
the  organized  support  of  geographic 
and  interest  communities  in  an  ef- 
fort to  double  the  number  of  KPFK 
subscribers.  We  are  in  the  process  of 
developing  the  strategy  for  this  ef- 
fort, and  will  begin  the  early  stages 
of  organization  before  the  year  be- 
gins. The  year  long  effort  will  need 
your  help.

Freeway  from  downtown  to  La 
Cienega.

Reich  died  after  having  served  nine  months  of  a  two-year  sen- 
tence for  disobeying  an  injunction  filed  against  him  by  the  Federal  Food  and 
Drug  Administration  which  was  designed  to  discredit  his  research  in  what  he 
considered  Cosmic  Energy  and  termed  Orgone  Energy.  The  government  had 
much  of  his  scientific  equipment  destroyed  and  many  of  his  books  burned.  Be 
sure  to  tune  in  to  The  Afternoon  Air  for  an  interview/discussion  of  Reich's  work 
with  Professor  W.  Edward  Mann  (November  3).

Conservation  &  Security  in  a 
Sustainable  Society 

Excerpts  from  the  Conference 
brochure— as  we  go  to  press  the 
Conference   has  yet   to  take  place. 

What  can  conservation  contri- 
bute to  the  peace  and  security  of  a 
sustainable  society?  This  is  the  big 
question  being  delved  into  in  New 
York  City  October  19-21  at  the 
Cathedral  of  St.  John  the  Divine, 
largest  Gothic  cathedral   on  earth. 

The  conferees  address  three 
subquestions,  each  getting  its  day: 
(1)  What's  going  wrong?  (2)  Where 
do  we  want  to  be?  and  (3)  How  do 
we  get  there? 

The  first  day  challenges  the  idea 
that  security  consists  of  superior 
weaponry  and  exponential  growth. 
The  speakers  inquire  into  the  causes 
of  war— religious,  psychological, 
moral— and  the  misallocation  of 
natural  and  human  resources, 
which,  when  combined  with  inten- 
sifying sovereignty,  have  brought 
civilization     to     a    nuclear     brink. 

The  second  day  seeks  out  the 
elements  of  real  security  and  a  sus- 
tainable society-difficult  because 
although  it  is  easy  to  find  fault  with 
what  is  happening,  it  is  hard  to 
agree  about  what  ought  to  happen 
instead.  But  as  Goethe  said,  "What- 
ever you  can  do,  or  dream  you  can, 
begin  it.  Boldness  has  genius,  power 
and  magic  in  it." 

The  third  day  can  be  informed 
by  the  advice  of  Alwyn  Rees: 
"When  you  have  reached  the  edge 
of  an  abyss,  the  only  progressive 
move  is  to  step  backward"  (or  turn 
around  and  step  forward).  Speakers 
on  the  final  day  can  persuade  peo 
pie  to  dream  boldly  and  commit 
themselves  to  logical  and  feasible 
routes  toward  a  sustainable  human 
society. 


Good  answers  to  the  three  days' 
questions  will  expedite  disarma- 
ment and  make  it  stick.  The  scienti- 
fic and  technological  ability  to  re- 
arm cannot  be  obliterated,  but  it 
can  be  diverted  to  caLises  that  serve 
humanity   instead  of  dpstroying  it. 


Answers  are  needed.  Causes  are 
indispensable.  But  neither  is  of 
force  or  effect  unless  the  crucial 
resource,  the  human  spirit,  is  en- 
gaged. With  Jonathan  Schell,  we 
urge  that  you  engage  your  own 
now. 

Symposia  on  Medicine  & 
the  Biosphere 

In  a  world  where  human  suffer- 
ing is  increasingly  related  to  envi- 
ronmental degradation  and  to  me 
quitable  sharing  of  resources,  health 
professionals  need  increasingly  to 
concern  themselves  with  the  re- 
sources   that    sustain    human    life. 


Physicians  for  Social  Respon- 
sibility have  been  alerting  the  pub- 
lic to  the  disastrous  medical  conse- 
quences of  nuclear  war,  itself  the 
most  devastating  environmental 
threat  of  all. 

Now  the  medical  component 
of  the  Conference  on  the  Fate  of 
the  Earth  seeks  to  alert  the  public 
to  the  global  deterioration  that 
threatens  the  health  of  peoples 
and,  possibly,  of  life  on  this  planet. 
Physicians  and  nurses  can  gain 
and  use  an  understanding  of  what 
human  beings  must  preserve  here 
if  their  ecological  home,  the  bio- 
sphere, IS  to  share  its  health  with 
that  of  humanity.

We  live  in  interesting  times. 

Our  species  has  always  been  cur- 
ious about  the  workings  of  the  uni- 
verse. From  a  historical  perspective, 
however,  only  recently  has  our 
knowledge  had  major  effects  on  our 
culture.  It  seems  that  knowledge 
(and  its  resultant  technology)  is  no 
longer  expanding-it's  exploding  ex- 
ponentially, and  so  are  the  changes 
to  our  societies. 

Our  lives  are  being  touched  by 
science  and  its  practical  applica- 
tions—technology—in almost  every 
conceivable  way.  While  the  gloomy 
side  of  science  is  all  too  obvious— 
the  changes  in  our  weapons,  ecolo- 
gy and  perhaps  even  in  our  psycho- 
logical identities  are  serious— no 
question  about  it,  the  sam^  forces 
have  also  bettered  our  lives.  Con- 
template, if  you  will,  how  modern 
contraception  and  vastly  decreased 
rates  of  infant  mortality  have 
changed  the  way  we  can  live.  If 
the  reduction  of  human  suffering  is 
any  measure,  science  has  served  us 
well. 

This  month  KPFK  examines  the 
implications  of  today's  science  in 
our  lives.  In  an  era  when  experts 
have  trouble  keeping  up  to  date  in 
their  fields,  we  attempt  to  take  a 
critical  look  at  state-of-the-art  re- 
search while  keeping  our  programs 
on  a  level  everyone  can  follow.

The  Fifth  Horseman 

Radio  Challenges 

the  Atomic  Age 

1946 

First  broadcast  on  KPFK  last 
month  in  one  special  day,  we  now 
bring  you  this  star-studded  and 
scintillating  series  of  old  radio 
docu-dramas  in  serial  fashion,  Tues- 
day through  Friday,  November  9 
-12  and  16-19,  between  2  and  3 
p.m. 

Ian  Masters,  producer  of  Na- 
tional Security,  has  been  working 
with  the  series'  writer/producer 
Arnold  Marquis,  getting  back- 
ground material  on  the  feelings  in 
Hollywood  at  the  time  of  the  pro- 
duction, and  we  include  here  the 
PR  material  of  NBC  as  well  as  some 
media  reaction  to  the  series: 
1)  Its  Genesis:  The  programs  were 
written  and  produced  by  Arnold 
Marquis,  writer  and  producer  of 
NBC's  public  service  documentary 
programs,  "The  Pacific  Story"  and 
"Unlimited  Horizons." 

Each  of  the  eight  programs  fea- 
tured a  motion  picture  star,  suppor- 
ted by  a  large  cast  of  actors,  an 
augmented  orchestra  with  a  special- 
ly composed  musical  score,  and 
sound  effects. 

In  order  to  document  the  ser- 
ies properly,  Mr.  Marquis  made  an 
exhaustive  study  of  the  implica- 
tions of  atomic  energy,  then  went 
to  Chicago  to  consult  with  the  top 
atomic  scientists. 

The  subject  matter  of  the  series 
was  carefully  worked  out  after  con- 
versations with  Harold  Urey,  S.  K. 
Allison,  Leo  Sziland,  and  other 
atomic  scientists.  NBC  then  en- 
gaged Dr.  Eugene  Rsbinowitsch, 
one  of  the  atomic  scientists  and  one 
of  the  editors  of  "The  Atomic 
Bulletin"  to  be  the  consultant  of 
the  series.  Dr.  Rabinowitsch  was 
brought  to  Hollywood  to  work 
with  Mr.  Marquis  in  the  planning 
and  preparation  of  the  scripts, 
and  to  check  the  scripts  for  accur- 
acy before  broadcast. 


2)  Preparation:  Two  complete  ser- 
ies of  scripts  were  worked  out  in 
the  five  months  of  preparation  for 
"The  Fifth  Horseman"  before  the 
first  program  was  broadcast. 

The  first  series,  titled  "Cross- 
roads." was  set  aside  when  it  was 
realized  that  public  opinion  had 
caught  up  and  passed  the  stage  of 
interest  in  how  mankind  arrived 
at  the  atomic  age.  Then  a  new  and 
completely  different  approach  was 
worked  out  for  the  second  series, 
which  was  called  "The  Fifth  Horse- 
man." 

This  series  undertook  to  drama- 
tize what  atomic  energy  means  to 
humanity  ...  to  the  people,  not  on- 
ly of  the  United  States,  but  to  all 
the  people  of  the  world. 

3)  The  Audience:  Although  broad- 
cast only  eight  times,  "The  Fifth 
Horseman"  received  a  share-of- 
audience  greater  than  any  other 
NBC  sustaining  program  in  the 
C.  E.  Hooper  summer  coinciden- 
tal surveys. 

The  program  elicited  more  let- 
ters than  any  other  sustainer  in 
the  history  of  the  NBC  Western 
Network.  Even  more  important 
was  the  high  intellectual  caliber  of 
the  correspondence. 

Ninety -eight  per  cent  of  the  mail 
was  complimentary.  Two  per  cent 
of  it  was  condemnatory,  on  the 
grounds  T^lat  the  programs  jolted 
the  listeners  out  of  their  compla- 
cency; in  other  words,  because  it 
did  exactly  what   it   aimed  to  do. 

Practically  all  letters  requested 
copies  of  the  scripts.  Many  asked 
advice  on  what  to  do  in  this  atomic 
hour-of-decision. 

One  advertising  agency  president 
summed  up  the  praise  of  college 
presidents  and  housewives  when  he 
wrote:  "NBC  has  shown  through 
'The  Fifth  Horseman'  what  an  adult 
radio  really  can  do."
